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IN THE CLAIMS: 

1. (currently amended) A communication network-based method of 
administering a remotely located security system, said method comprising the steps of: 

receivin g, at a security system platform disposed in the communication network, a 
surveillance profile from the remotely located security equipment that has detected a 
security breach; and 

dispatching emergency services corresponding to the surveillance profile of the 
security equipment, wherein 

said step of receiving the surveillance profile from the remotely located security 
equipment includes receiving information identifying the detecting security equipment as 
at least one of a video camera, motion detector and heat detector, and further includes 
receiving at least one of registration information corresponding to the detecting security 
equipment, a location of the detecting security equipment and a physical description of 
the contents of a room in which the detecting security equipment is located^and 

upon detection of a Gocurity br e ach, r e qu e sting verification from a pr e det e rmined 
s e qu e nc e of t e rminals corr e sponding to th e d e t e cting security e quipment, and if a 
pr e d e t e rmin e d authorization cod e is r e ceived in response, terminating furth e r processing 
associated with the r e c e ived surv e illance profile, including dispatching e m e rgency 
s e rvices, oth e rwis e the m e thod furth e r comprises, after said dispatching stop, the st e p of 
informing a subscrib e r of the s e curity br e ach by calling a sequence of d e signated 
t e lephone numb e rs until the first of (1) r e c e iving a r e sponse by an answ e ring party or (2) 
e xhausting th e s e qu e nce of designated t e lephone numb e rs without rec e iving an answ e r, 

wh e r e in the st e p of r e qu e sting v e rification from a pr e determin e d sequ e nc e of 
t e rminals corr e sponding to the d e t e cting security equipm e nt includ e s at least on e of (1) 
calling a d e signated t e l e phone number to requ e st th e pred e t e rmin e d authorization cod e 
from an answering party and (2) transmitting the request for the predetermined 
authorization code to a d e signat e d intern e t protocol (IP) addr e ss for the processor 
corr e sponding to the det e cting s e curity equipment .

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6. (reinstated and currently amended, formerly claim 6) The method of Claim 5 
i, wherein, after said step of receiving a surveillance profile, said method comprises the 
further steps of: 

requestin g, at the security system platform, verification from a predetermined 
sequence of terminals at the remote location corresponding to the detecting security 
equipment; and 

receivin g, at the security system platform, a predetermined authorization code; 

and 

terminating , at the security system platform, further processing associated with 
the received surveillance profile. 

7. (reinstated, formerly claim 7) The method of Claim 6, wherein said step of 
requesting verification from a predetermined sequent of terminals corresponding to the 
detecting security equipment includes at least one of calling a designated telephone 
number to request the predetermined authorization code from an answering party and 
transmitting the request for the predetermined authorization code to a designated internet 
protocol (IP) address for the processor corresponding to the detecting security equipment. 

8. (reinstated and currently amended, formerly claim 8) The method of Claim 7, 
wherein if the predetermined authorization code is not received, said terminating step is 
not performed, and said method further comprises, after said dispatching step, the step of 
informing a subscriber of the security breach by callin g, from the security system 
platform, a sequence of designated telephone numbers until the first of receiving a 
response by an answering party or exhausting the sequence of designated telephone 
numbers without receiving an answer.

11. (original) The method according to Claim 1, wherein said step of dispatching 
emergency services corresponding to the surveillance profile of the detecting security 
equipment includes dispatching at least one of a local fire department and a local police 
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department in accordance with information identifying the security equipment as at least 
one of a video camera, motion detector and heat detector. 

12. (currently amended) A method of administrating a communication network- 
based security system, said method comprising the steps of: 

receivin g, at a security system platform in the communication network, tracking 
information of emergency services personnel; 

receivin g, at a security system platform in the communication network, a 
surveillance profile from security equipment that has detected a security breach; 

r e qu e sting v e rification from a predet e rmin e d s e quence of t e rminals corr e sponding 
to th e detecting s e curity e quipm e nt, said requ e sting including at l e ast one of dispatching a 
d e signat e d t e l e phon e numb e r to r e qu e st th e pr e determin e d authorization cod e from an 
answ e ring party and transmitting th e r e qu e st for the pred e t e rmined authorization cod e to 
a d e signat e d int e rn e t protocol (IP) addr e ss for th e comput e r corr e sponding to the 
d e t e cting s e curity e quipment; and 

if r e c e iving a pr e d e termin e d authorization cod e , t e rminating further 

processing associat e d with th e r e c e iv e d surv e illanc e profil e , oth e rwis e ; and 

dispatching the emergency services personnel in accordance with the surveillance 
profile of the detecting security equipment and the received tracking information of 
emergency services personnel^-and 

informing a subscrib e r of th e s e curity breach by dispatching a s e quence of 
d e signat e d tel e phone numb e rs until th e first of receiving a r e sponse by an answ e ring 
party or e xhausting th e s e qu e nc e of d e signat e d t e l e phone numb e rs without r e c e iving an 
answ e r. 

13. (original) The method of Claim 12, wherein said step of receiving tracking 
information of the emergency services personnel includes receiving login registration 
information from individual emergency services personnel including those from police 
departments, fire departments and emergency medical technicians. 
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14. (previously amended) The method of Claim 13, wherein said step of 
receiving tracking information of the emergency services personnel further includes 
receiving global positioning services (GPS) information for individual emergency 
services personnel including those from police departs, fire departments and emergency 
medical technicians. 

15. (original) The method of Claim 14, wherein said step of receiving the 
surveillance profile from the detecting security equipment includes receiving information 
identifying the detecting security equipment as at least one of a video camera, motion 
detector and heat detector. 

16. (original) The method of Claim 15, wherein said step of receiving the 
surveillance profile includes receiving at least one of registration information 
corresponding to the detecting security equipment, a location of the detecting security 
equipment and a physical description of the contents of a room in which the detecting 
security equipment is located. 

17. (original) The method of Claim 16, wherein said step of receiving a 
surveillance profile includes receiving the surveillance profile a from a database 
corresponding to the detecting security equipment.

21. (reinstated and currently amended, formerly claim 21) The method of Claim 
12, wherein, after said step of receiving a surveillance profile from the detecting security 
equipment, said method comprises the further steps of: 

requesting verification from a predetermined sequence of terminals corresponding 
to the detecting security equipment; and 

receivin g, at the security system platform, , a predetermined authorization code; 

and 

terminating further processing associated with the received surveillance profile. 
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22. (reinstated and currently amended, formerly claim 22) The method of Claim 

21, wherein said step of requesting verification from a predetermined sequence of 
terminals corresponding to the detecting security equipment includes at least one of 
dispatching launching a telephone call from the security system platform to a designated 
telephone number to request the predetermined authorization code from an answering 
party and transmitting the request for the predetermined authorization code to a 
designated internet protocol (IP) address for the computer corresponding to the detecting 
security equipment. 

23. (reinstated and currently amended, formerly claim 23) The method of Claim 

22, wherein if the predetermined authorization code is not received, said terminating step 
is not performed, and said method further comprises, after said dispatching launching a 
telephone call step, the step of informing a subscriber of the security breach by 
dispatching launching a telephone call from the security system platform to a sequence of 
designated telephone numbers until the first of receiving a response by an answering 
party or exhausting the sequence of designated telephone numbers without receiving an 
answer. 

24. (previously amended) The method of Claim 12, wherein said step of 
receiving a predetermined authorization code includes receiving a personal identification 
number (PIN) verbally using a voice recognition 

methodology.
